Most of the purchasing for the Government has been done in the open market 

t prices fixed by the sellers. There has not been time to advertise for proposals 
to furnish the goods, and consequently there has not been much competition. 

The hurried preparations have been of such an extensive character that it has not 
been possible to buy all the supplies.at any.one-center, ~-Supplies;-boats, ammunition 
and other necessary articles have been purchased in San Francisco, New York, New 
Orleans, Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago and St. Louis. The auditors to whom 
the vouchers for supplies are furnished decline to give any information concerning 
the prices paid for articles bought by the Government. 

Applications made to Assistant Secretary Vanderlip for the figures met with a 
polite refusal on the ground that the information sought was not intended for publica- 
tion at this time. It is learned, however, that the prices paid range from 2 to-10 per 
cent above the average cost in ordinary times. The prices charged now are of such a 
wide range as to justify the characterization of *“‘war prices.” There is undoubtedly 
an understanding between dealers to keep prices up and get as much as possible. 

It is estimated that the purchase of coal and of auxillary cruisers will result in 
a scandal if investigated. 

This enormous ‘expenditure is compelled by the handling of about 160,000 men, 
who, according to the present plans of the Government, will be actively engaged in 
the war against Spain for the next month in one capacity or another. 

At least 60,000 of them must be uniformed and provided with shoes. They must 
have at least 30,000 tents, 75,000 camp utensils, 100,000 sets of flannels, 100,- 
000 canvas uniforms for the Cuban invasion, 40,000 guns, and supplies for at least 
sixty days. 

Some idea of the task of feeding them may be wained by the orders given by the 
War and Navy Departments for provisions intended to last a month. 

The order for hard bread, better known as’ “hard-tack,” was given a St. Louis 
firm. It called for 5,000,000 loaves, and is to be sent to the Philippines. An Atlanta 
firm got an order for 5,000,000 “tacks,” which are intended to feed ihe “reconcen- 
trados” and the troops which the Government will dispatch to Cuba. 

An order for beans placed with a New York concern called for 340,000 pounds. 
This supply will feed the Cuban invaders for a month, and will be cooked with 140,000 
pounds of bacon. In the line of beverages, the Cuban army will have 60,000 pounds 
of coffee and 20,000 pounds of tea. Supplies of even greater quantity will be sent to 
the Philippines. 

The hospital corps to be attached to both the Cuban and Philippine invading 
armies will catry along quantities of remedies which may be needed. One item in the 
hospital supplies is 5,000,000 quinine capsules. Immense rolls of bandages and the 
most complete supply of army medical appliances to be obtained in the world have 
been contracted for.

CHARLESTON AGAIN READY FOR SEA. 


VALLEJO, Cal, May %.—The work of repairing the defects in the condensing 
tubes on the cruiser Charleston was completed at 5 o'clock this morning, but the 
vessel will not Jeave for Manila until to-morrow. 

A duplicate set of condenser tubes has been ordered from the Unton Iron Works 
and it will take a great portion of to-day to inspect and test these new tubes. Then 
the coal supply Will be replenished and on the first tide to-morrow morning the 
Charleston will start on its fast run to Honolulu. 

The cruiser will probably take six days for this run and after a couple of days 
spent in recoaling the Charleston wil proceed at a leisurely gait of about eight knots 
@n hour to Manila. This run will take abo ut three weeks, 


MILITARY CENSORSHIP AT TAMPA. 


TAMPA, Fla:, May 20.—All the newspaper correspondents at) Tampa have 
motified that in future all dispatches must be placed in the hands of Lieut.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—If the Spanish fleet is at Santiago de Cuba the fact is probably not 
known officially at the Navy Department this morning, notwithstanding the fact that the depart- 


ment has been using all of the machinery of the consular service in addition to the services of nu- 
merous scouting vessels, to get in and keep track of the elusive foe. a 

The fact that the first report came from Madrid was regarded in itself as a suspicious circum- 
stance, for it is hardly to be supposed that the Spaniards are such simple strategists as to advise 
us of their plans in that manner. | 

A dispatch received from Kingston, Jamaica, at noon says: “No confirmation has yet been re- 
ceived here of the reported arrival of the Spanish Cape Verde fleet at Santiago de Cuba. 

Next to the whereabouts of the Spanish fleet, the present locations of the squadrons under 
Sampson and Schley is a matter of most concern to the public. It is presumed that this is known 
to the Navy Department, but no inkling can be obtained for publication. 

In fact the censorship of news is so strict that, in all probability, nothing reliable concerning 
the movements of our ships or land forces will be printed until the operations have been fully 
completed. : 

It is felt here that a battle between the fleets will be the next anipierbig event, but it is likely 
to be all over some hours, and perhaps a whole day may elapse before the news will get to the 
newspapers. nies 

While the reports from Madrid that the Spanish squadron is at Santiago is received with some 
misgiving, yet the officials of the Cuban delegation here consider the reports accurate, as they bear 
out what those officials pointed out, when the Spanish fleet first reached Martinique, as to the prob- 
able course the Spanish Admiral would take. Being well acquainted with the Cuban coast, its*fa- 
cilities for landing, etc., Secretary Quesada said at the outset that Admiral Cervera would elude 
the American fleet, and by-a circuitous route, would make for Santiago. This, Mr. Quesada pointed 
out, was the natural move by which the Spanish Admiral would escape a battle, and would be most 
secure in making a landing on Cuban soil. There is no railroad communication between Santiago 
and Havana. ‘An overland trip would take six weeks or two months.

Weight of the Blockade Is Now Being Felt 
and Reported Insurgent Victories 
Add to Spaniards’ Worry.

HAVANA, May 9, via Vera Cruz, Mexico, May 13.—The weight of the block- 
ade is beginning to be felt here. Business is almost at a complete standstill and 
there is hardly any movement in the streets, which have a sort of holiday appear- — 
ance. The parks are almost deserted and there are very few people to be seen on 
the Plaza de Armas at night, although the band plays there and everything possible 
is done to keep yp the spirits of the people. 

There is a feverish desire to leave the island and over 5000 people are booked — 
at.the office of the consignees of the French steamer Lafayette, which leaves here 
to for Vera Cruz, Mexico, with this letter, which will be posted at that port. ; 
In fact, an actual panic now prevails, while, when the blockade commencedftiere _ 
was a feeling almost of serenity among all classes. 

Things have changed. The grim earnestness of the dindibiaiet is steadily forcing 
itself upon the minds of even of the most hot-headed Spanish officers, though the 


latter are working vigorously at the fortifications, which have been considerably 
strengthened and improved since the war began. The Spaniards, it must be ad- 


mitted, are preparing to fight as desperately as possible under the circumstances, 
Many families without means are trying to borrow money from more fortunate 
people in order to be able to pay their massage money. But it is hard to see how 
their condition will be improved to any considerable extent, even if they do sucéeed 
in leaving the blockaded city, for they have been rendered penniless and their chance 
of earning a livelihood in a foreign country is very slim. : 


SPAIN’S TROOPS EVACUATING INTERIOR TOWNS. : 


There is considerable feeling against the men who are desirous of leaving the 
city, and posted on the corners of houses all over the town you can see such notices 
as the following: 

“Here are sold women’s skirts for the men who are abandoning the island of 
Cuba.” 

There has been no disorder in this city or in the provinces, so far as known, 
though it is true people here are entirely ignorant of what is transpiring at Santiago, 
no mail having been received from there for some time past, and the cable being 
in the hands of the Government and almost exclusively devoted to furthering the mili- 
tary operations, which are about limited to evacuating the interior towns and cone 
centrating the Spanish forces at or about the large cities. 

It is reported here that Santa Cruz del Sur, or the ‘south coast of Puerto Prin- 
cipe, has fallen into the hands of the insurgents. If this is the case, the latter now 
have a port at which their friends may land arms, ammunition and supplies without 
interference. 

Other important events are said to have transpired at Santa Cruz del Sur. 

The officers of the Spanish gunboat Cuba Espanola have reached Sancti Spir- 
itus, Province of Santa Clara, by land and are on their way to Tunas, and from 
there by coasting steamer to Cienfuegos. One report has it that the commander 
of the Cuba Espanola burned or blew up his vessel in order to save it from falling 
into the hands of the insurgents. Another version of the affatr says the gunboat 
May has been captured by the insurgents. 

Confirmation has been received here that the Spanish troops have evacuated 
Jiguni and Bayamo, in the Province of Santiago de Cuba, and that they have been 
occupied by the insurgents. The Spaniards say the troops destroyed those two 
towns before leaving them, but this is not believed. The troops from these places 
retreated upon Manzanillo and some of them have reached other coast towns by 
this time. 

PRICES OF FOOD ARE GOING UP. 


Although the prices of provisions here are very high, it is calculated that there 
is food enough obtainable to last about five months, because, it is claimed, come 
siderable stores were laid in before the blockade, and no provisions are allowed to 
be sent from here to the interior towns. Eggs cost 10 cents each, a glass of milk 
costs from 20 to 25 cents and the size of the loaf of Dread has been reduced one-half, 
This, however, was done before the blockade began. 

There are thousands of men from the cigar, tobacco and other factories out of 
work. and the authorities are employing as many of them as possible on the for- 
tifications. 

The number of men idle is a matter which causes the authorities considerable 
anxiety. Up to the present they have been provided with food in one way or an- 
other, mainly by their former employers being compelled to contribute to their 
maintenance; but the time must come when these men will feel the pangs of hunger, 
and then rioting is sure to follow. 


People here are looking forward with apprehension to the eventual triumph of 
the insurgents, as it is believed they will wreak terrible vengeance upon the Spatie 


| jards and upon those who have sympathized with the latter. 


The bulk of the Spaniards, however, are filled with warlike enthusiasm and are 
looking forward with confidence to an eventual triumph over the American forces. 
They have great faith in the strength of the Spanish fleet and the valor of the Span- 
ish soldiers and are looking forward hopefully to the blockade being raised by the 
naval force sent from Spain. As soon as a few cannon shots are heard from the 
forts, the shores of the bay, San Lazaro avenue and the roofs of the houses are 
immediately crowded with people, who cheer wildly when a shot is seen to fall anye

Maher Touch Food Herself. 


SHE FEARED POISON 
FROM EVIL PERSONS.

Nearly $300 Found in the Pocket of 
the Woman, Whose Miserly In- 
stinct Drove Away All Reason. 


There is at the City Hospital an aged 
couple, Robert and Maria Maher, whose 
Stery is stranger and more fiction like than 
the tale that has accompanied any patient 
to that haven for sufferers in many days. 

Briefly the wife,demented by the pursuit 
of miserly instinct to the extent that she 
would not part with an iota of her hoard 
even for food, has starved her husband 
into insanity, and both are now at death’s 
door. 

The woman is confined in a cell in the 
observation ward and the husband will be 
there Friday night, if he escapes. the dead- 
house that long. Maher is 80 years old and 
his wife is 62, which facts, in addition to 
the main features in the startling history 
of their recent past, were told by the old 
man before nature succumbed to privations 
and reason gave way to insanity at the 
City Hospital Friday morning. 

Robert and his wife lived in a miserable 
hovel at 4257 North Prairie avenue. They 
kept apart from their neighbors and the 
residents thereabouts exchanged among 
themselves the old story that the strange 
old man and the stranger old woman were 
misers with bags of money hidden in out- 
of-the-way places in their dirty hut. 

In this they were partly correct. Children 
dared each other to enter the yard and peer 
through the window at the old woman, who 
sat mearly all day working by a table, on 
which reposed a gaunt black cat. 

The police officer on the beat was led to 
enter the hut Thursday at the solicitations 
of kindly deposed women of the neighbor- 
hood, who had kept watch on the house 
and had seen neither of the ocupants go 
out for days. At the grocer’s and butcher's, 
where the eccentric pair traded, nothing 
had been purchased by them for a week or 
more, 

Erg ne the police rapped on the door 
of the Maher abode. No sound came from 
within until- repeated summonses to admit 
the policeman had been made. 

When the woman opened the door a few 
inches and formed her face in the opening 
the glare of lunacy was in her eyes. She {s 
gray haired and wasted in form, but she 
stood erect and demanded in indignant tones 
to know why she and her gold could not be 
left alone. 

“Tt ts all mine,” she cried. ‘Mine, for I 
dug it, and I shall not give it to you, or let 
rou polson me, I know what you want. 
Wed want me and Bob to eat so you can 
put poison in the bread and get the gold 
when we dle.” 

The woman essayed to shut the door, but 
a policeman’s foot interposed and the offi- 
cers pushed into the room. 

The old woman began to rave, repeating 


over again that the officers should not 
have her money and that she would not eat 
poisoned food, nor would she let “Bob” eat 
it. While one policeman tried to pacify her 
the other found the husband lying on a pai- 
let on the floor of the only other room in 
the hut. 

The old man told the policeman to go 
away, that his wife was crazy and would 
kill them all. He whispered that he was 
starving and had had no food for so lon 
that he could not remember when he ha 
last.eaten. His wife declared that évery- 
thing was poisoned, he said, and would 
neither eat herselfgpor bring him food. 

She seemed imb®d wit superhuman 
strength and wasestill active, but he has 
broken down under the starvation and had 
not been off the pallet for a long time.

Postoffice Inspectors 
Reed and McKeever visited the Caruthers- 
ville office and went over the books-in the 
latter part of April. 

Stubblefield admitted the shortage found 
and offered the alleged robberies as an ex- 
planation. The office was immediately 
turned over to Stubblefield’s bondsmen ani 
the inspectors hurried back to St. Louis to 
turn the result of their investigation over 
a the grand jury which was then in ses- 
sion. 

An indictment was found and a capias 
warrant issued. Stubblefield was not ar- 
rested at once, as no fear was entertained 
by the authorities here that he would run 
away. His bondsmen had employed him to 
assist in running the office, and he was 
known to be employed there dally. 

Wednesday KT the warrant was giv- 
en to Deputy United States Marshal Fox, 
who went to Caruthersville and arrested 
Stubblefield. ’

NO STOP MADE AT UNION STA- 
TION BY THE DEPARTING 
ST. LOUISANS. 


INVITATION FROM COL. 
CORBY WAS DECLINED. 


Commander of th2 Ist Kept His Sol- 
diers in the Hot Sun and Refused 
the Offer of a Cool and 
Shady Grove. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The 3d Missouri 
Regiment of Volunteers was ordered this 
morning to proceed at once to Camp Alger, 
near this city. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Corbin issued an order to-day for the 
5th Missouri Volunteers to proceed at once 
to Chickamauga and report to the General 
in command. 


St. Louts’ first sacrifice in the Hispano- 
American war is complete. Twelve hun- 
dred as gallant fellows as ever answered 
their country’s call are now in the field, 
and the tearful prayers of 700,000 people 
follow them. 

Smiling, but stolid, the boys of the Ist 
Regiment marched from Barracks Heights 
Thursday afternoon, down through long 
lines of cheering comrades of other regi- 
ments and weeping, sad-eyed friends. 

There was music of the inspinng kind 
that sets the nerves to tingling and makes 
more beautiful the glorious flag of free- 
dom, and there was wild cheering from 
the blue coats that are soon to follow, but 
there was no overwhelming enthusiasm 
that stood out so prominently at the leave- 
taking of the battery. Probably it was be- 
cause a greater number of homes were 
placed in mourning and gréater sacrifices 
wera being made. 

The big heart of St. Louis was being 
brought closer to war, sons from all walks 
of life were placing their lives on the coun- 
try’s altar and the time was not for merry- 
making. 

It was a trying ordeal for soldier and 
civillan and both‘were sustained by equal 
courage. In that hour the troops stood 
waiting at the dingy Barracks station they 
demonstrated that they possessed the stern- 
ness of spirit that in a twinkling changes an 
American citizen into a hero. 

According to the programme, camp Wwaé 
broken at 1:30 o'clock Thursday afternoon. 
The departure was not taken until six 
hours later and the soldiers lounged about 
their one-time company streets entertain- 
ing the friends who had come down for a 
last chat and to speak their farewells. 

For some reason Col. Corby’s proffer of 
the shaded and cool grove near the 4th’s 
camp was not accepted, and the three bat- 
talions remained on the hill until the sig- 
nal to start was given. 

The Iist’s band headed the 1st Battalion, 
which moved at 5 o'clock. As the line of 
soldiers passed the pavilion they - were 
cheered by the mean in Col. Corby’s camp. 
Knots of regulars scattered along the line 
of march forgot their habitual ‘‘josh’’ of 
the ‘“‘tin soldier’’ and sent their farewel!ls 
in hearty shouts. 

The three trains fvere at the station and 
loading was begug without delay by the 
details that had been assigned to that duty. 
The men in the ranks were put “at ease,’’ 
and conversed eagerly with the crowd of 
loved ones that had followed them from 
the camp. 

By 7:30 o'clock the last section with the 
8d Battalion on board was away. Every 
man fully expected to meet friends at Union 
Station and when it was learned that the 
train would not enter the sheds the disap- 
pointment was intense. Ten thousand peo- 
le had gathered at Union Station for a last 
iandshake, but orders were imperative, en- 
gines were changed in the yards, the trains 
ewitched and the 1050 sons of St. Louis were 
off to war with scanter courtesy than had 
been extended the regiment of strangers 
who had gone 24 hours before. 


BATTERY A TO HAVE A CANTEEN. 


Proceeds of the Concern Will Be De-

boys from St. Louis are camped in a forest 


with artillerymen from Obio and Indiana on 


either side of them. There is no more play. 
Everybody has settled down to hard work. 

Following is the daily bulletin: First call, 
4:45 a. m.; revielle, 6 a. m.; mess call, 5:30 a. 
m.; gick call, 6:15 a. m.; fatigue stable, 6:30 
a. m.; guard mount, 8 a. m.; drill call, 9 a. 
m.; recall, 10:30 a. m.; first sergeant’s cail, 
11:15 a. m.; mess, 11:30 a. m.; school, 1 p. 
m.; drill, 3:30 p. m.; recall, 4 p. ™.; mess, 
& p. m.; parade, 6 p. m.; retreat, sunset; 
tattoo, 9 p. m.; taps, 9:16 p. m. 

There has been no complaint by the men 
about the food. The daily rations consist of 
bread, hard tack, bacon, potatoes, beans, 
tomatoes and coffee, which is 100 per cent 
better than the other troops have, if not as 
good ag the boys have been used to at home. 

Private Bob Kamm of the first section Is 
in the hospital with a slightly ee foot. 
By Monday he will be back in line. 

Bickness is as yet unknown, and with the 
attention given the men by Capt. Rumbold, 
the hospital will remain empty except in 
case of accidents. 

This morning a stiff wind blew up, fol- 
lowed by a rain, but before guard mount the 
sun wae shining brightly. 

Water in the camp is scarce, but a spring 
about a haif mile distant furnishes a de- 
lightful place to bathe, and a force pump 
with a hose attachment makes a good 
shower bath. 

The new uniforms, horses and equipment 
have not yet arrived. A canteen will be 
established to-morrow and the proceeds will 
be devoted to the mess. Lucien Carr was 
this morning appointed postmaster. 


SUPPLIES ARE NEEDED BADLY.

Notable Divorce Case, Bitterly Con- 
tested, in Which Both Families 
Are Wealthy and InfluentiaL 


Another side of the Altheimer divorce 
case came up in Judge Klein’s courtroom 
Friday morning, and the plaintiff, Uslysses 
S. Altheimer, scored a victory over the op- 
position by getting permission to see his 
little daughter, Virginia, at noon in -the 
Planters’ House parlors, undisturbed by the 
rest of his wife’s family and relations. He 
was also given permission to have the 
child’s picture taken unless his wife fur- 
nished him with a good one, 

The suit proper is pending before Judge 
Klein, and would have been tried some days 
ago had it not happened that other cases 
ahead of it on the docket have taken so 
long to try. When it does come up it will 
develop a rather romantic story, and 
Ulysses Altheimer’s brother, Maurice L. 
Altheimer, who is his attorney, is ready to 
invade the camp of the enemy, although 
intrenched behind a million of money, 

The Altheimers are both young men, 
Maurice having graduated in law here two 
years ago and then gone to Pine Bluff, 
Ark., to practice near the home of his 
father. 

The senior Althemer is one of the biggest 
men in Arkansas. His home place, covering 
about 20,000 acres of ground. 

The defendant in the case, Ulysses 8. 
Altheimer, was an actor for awhile and 
that is how he first made an impression on 
his wife, who was then Miss Ophella 
Scharff. Those who know the young man 
say he is a very good actor and his ap- 
pearance and manner centainly go to in- 
dicate as much. 

The young couple went to live on the 
Altheimer place, in Arkansas, for some 
time, as she calls it in her petition, ‘on 
the charity of her husband’s father.’’ The 
main allegation against her husband is 
that he went on two or three big sprees, 
which left him very sick and nervous af- 
terward. 

Since the separation the feeling has been

REMARKABLE ALLEGATIONS OF

KNEW NOTHING OF THE DECREE 


Mrs. Fred S. Lozuaway Says Her Hus- 
band Obtained It by an Untrue 
Statement of Desertion. 


A rather peculiar twist has been put into 
a divorce suit in Judge Spencer's division of 
the Circuit Ccurt.

So matters stood until Friday morning, 
when the Circuit Clerk received a letter and 
a motion from Attorney’ Byrd of Northeast 
Missouri, representing Mrs. Lozuaway, ask-* 
ing that the decree be set aside, She says 
in the motion that just before the filing of 
the divorce petition the wife went to Salt 
Lake City with the knowledge and con- 
sent of her husband for the purpose of seek- 
ing employment for both of them. He knew 
where she was, she says, because they kept 
up a constant correspondence, and were on 
the most friendly terms imaginable. Ha 
told her then in his letters that he would 
join her in Salt Lake City as soon ase he 
could get the money to buy a railroad 
ticket. Never once, she says, did he men- 
tion the divorce business. 

She says now thet she has been unfair- 
ly treated and imposed upon, and that the 
divorce was not fairly obtained, and that 
she wae always and is now ready to return 
to him. Her attorney asks that a copy of 
the motion be served on Mr. Loguaway at 
1016 Newstead avenue.
